He came 
into the newspaper office to make inquiry as to 
the sentiment. 
W e had favored th e measure 
editorially, but w e did not know* h o w the mem­ 
bers of the organization felt, although we were 
ourselves m em bers of the association. 
We asked h im to go out and co n tact a num­ 
ber of the m em bers, to see w hether the secre­ 
tary expressed th e opinion of the membership. 
He did so. H e came back in about two hours, 
crestfallen. 
W e asked him what he had dis­ 
covered. 
He sa id he had contacted 15 or 20 
members, asked their opinion of th e measure, 
and he said th e sad part of it was there wasn't 
had been before the legislature, 
that it had 
one of them w h o knew that su ch a measure 
passed the legislature, or that h e had voted 
for it. 
He was ra th e r a broad-minded, educated man, 
and he said: *T would rather h a v e had them 
against it intelligently than to fin d they didn t 
know anything about it.”

Give your legislator an oppor-1 
tunity to represent you by his intelligence and 
conscience, an d if you do urge a measure or 
oppose a m easure, do it not because somebody 
has told you t o do it, but because you know 
the contents o f it, and have som e belief con­ 
cerning its effects.
